(h ) " Computer " means a personal 
computer, a desktop or a laptop , note book 
or tablet. 


( d ) " Senior Photo -journalist " means any 
photographer who is either a working 
photographer as defined in the Working 
Journalists and other Newspaper 
Employees (Conditions of Service) and 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1955 ( 45 of 
1955 ) , as amended from time to time and 
is a full- time photographer working 
continuously for a minimum period 
10 years or a photographer who has been 
a full- time photographer for at least 
10 years and does not engage himself in 
any other activity and earns his livelihood 
through his photographic activities with a 
newspaper or news agency and so 
approved by a screening committee under 
this scheme; 


( i) “ Accessories" means accessories used 
for a computer, including UPS , printer, 
scanner , webcam , computer speakers , 
computer microphone , external hard disk , 
pen drive , computer table & chair and other 
related accessories which get developed 
from time to time.

( e ) " Other Photo -journalists " means any 
photographer who is either a working 
photographer as defined in the Working 
Journalists and other Newspaper 
Employees (Conditions of Service ) and 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1955 ( 45 of 
1955 ), as amended from time to time and 
is a full -time photographer working 
continuously for a minimum period of 
5 years but less than 10 years or a 
photographer who has been a full- time 
photographer for at least 5 years but less 
than 10 years and does not engage himself 
in any other activity and earns his 
livelihood through his photographic 
activities with a newspaper or news 


3. Scope of the scheme.- Department of 
Information and Publicity shall invite 
applications from the eligible beneficiaries for 
grant of assistance under this scheme. This 
scheme is a collection of the following four 
schemes , out of which two are for the benefit 
of eligible journalists and remaining two are 
for the benefit of eligible photo -journalists. 
For the purpose of clarity, it may be noted 
that all the four schemes detailed below are 
mutually exclusive . 


FOR JOURNALISTS: 


( A ) ( 1 ) Every year, Government will grant 
forty laptops/PC tablets / ipads whose worth 
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is less than Rs . 50,000 / - to the senior 
journalists in order of their years of working . 

(2 ) The scheme envisages grant of financial 
assistance to the beneficiary of the following 
nature : 


Rs. 1,50,000 / - to the senior photo -journalists , 
in order of their years of working . The senior 
photo - journalist is however free to buy 
additional accessories or a camera of higher 
cost by arranging own fund additionally . 


( 2 ) The scheme envisages grant of financial 
assistance to the senior photo -journalists of 
the following nature : 


(i) All senior journalists will be entitled 
to a laptop / PC tablet /ipad of maximum 
value of Rs. 50,000 /-. For availing this 
scheme, applicant senior journalist will 
have to apply in the enclosed format 
alongwith a deposit of Rs. 5,000 / - Those 
senior journalists who have already availed 
benefit under the earlier scheme / schemes 
for computer / laptop of this Department 
will have to deposit an amount of 
Rs. 10,000 / 


( i) All senior photo - journalists will be 
entitled to a professional camera of 
maximum value of Rs. 1,50,000 / -. For 
availing this scheme, applicant senior 
photo -journalist will have to apply in the 
enclosed format alongwith a deposit of 
Rs. 20,000 / -. Those photo - journalists who 
have already availed benefit under the 
earlier scheme for computer/ laptop / camera 
of this Department should deposit an 
amount of Rs. 30,000 / - . 


(B ) ( 1) Similarly, every year, interest subsidy 
for laptops /note-books /desk -tops will be 
granted to only twenty - five other journalists 
in order of their years of working . 

(2 ) The scheme envisages grant of financial 
assistance to the " other journalists" of the 
following nature: 


( B ) ( 1) Similarly , interest subsidy for camera 
equipment and accessories will be granted 
every year to fifteen other photo -journalists, 
in order of years of working . 

(2 ) The scheme envisages grant of financial 
assistance to the beneficiaries of the following 
nature : 


( i) All other journalists are entitled for 
interest - free loan to purchase personal 
computer, a desktop /laptop /note pad . The 
permitted maximum loan under the 
scheme is Rs . 50,000 / - only . The application 
shall be accompanied by DD of Rs. 2,000 / 
as deposit . 


( ii) Cheque will be issued by the financial 
institution directly to the supplier. The 
Government will subsidize the interest 
component only . The loan has to be 
obtained by concerned journalist and is not 
the responsibility of the Department of 
Information and Publicity . 

(iii ) Every quarter, interest will be paid 
by cheque to the beneficiary based on 
certificate of Financial Institute that 
account is in order and the beneficiary has 
paid interest for the Quarter as indicated 
in the certificate . 


(i) Interest -subsidy on loan to purchase 
professional camera only. The permitted 
loan under the scheme will not exceed 
Rs. 1.00 lakh . The application shall be 
accompanied by a deposit of Rs. 5,000 / -.

4. Eligibility Conditions.- For being

8. Special Fund.- For helping those cases 
that are in distress due to no fault of the other 
journalists or other photo -journalists , the 
Directorate shall create a special fund to be 
operated as an PLA Account ; operational with 
two signatories of the Committee . The fund 
shall be created by transferring 25 % of 
deposits received and the approval for such 
distress cases as also amount to be granted 
shall be decided by the Committee under the 
scheme. Only unanimous decision shall be 
valid to grant any such help . 

9. In case of any difficulties , clarifications 
or 

ambiguities , the Government shall have 
the power to remove the difficultly or decide 
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the same and decision of Government shall 
be final.
